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Continuation of 3. NOTE: First, the amendment set forth in the claims raise new issue that would require further search and consideration. 
Second, claim 7, which is a system, requires a memory and processor to execute the modules as claimed. The added portion "a module 
executable computer" is software. So without a processor this module can not be executed. The specification refers to a terminal node. It 
would have been impossible to considered such a terminal as a computer because according to the IBM dictionary a terminal does not 
have a memory or processor to execute the instructions. All these modules or instructions are processed by a mainframe computer. 
Therefore, the proposed amendment does not cure the rejection under 35 USC 101 . 
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
